THE row over the proposed

Campaigners for the disabled say 
the Crossrail 2 station is needed as 
it would provide the only step-free 
access to the King’s Road for the 
royal borough’s thousands of resi¬ 
dents with walking difficulties. 

The Crossrail row has now split 
Chelsea down the middle with both 
pro and anti sides claiming around 
the same number of supporters and 
both lobbies have hired slick PR 
companies to argue their case.

H UGE crowds lined the streets 
of London to celebrate 
Vaisakhi, the Sikh New Year 
and the harvest festival at the week¬ 
end. 

This is an annual event that has 
been held by Sikhs all over the world 
for more than 300 years and, in 
Britain, for over 40 years. 

In Southall, a procession began at 
1 lam on Sunday from the Havelock 
Road Gurdwara, and continued 
through the streets of the surrounding 
area, to finish at Park Avenue Gurd¬ 
wara. Londoners were also invited to 
the Mayor of London’s Vaisakhi Fes¬ 
tival at City Hall and More London 
Riverside on Saturday, celebrating 
the holiest day of the Sikh calendar. 

The family-friendly event was free 
to attend, with activities inside City 
Hall as well as outside at the Scoop 
at More London and along the river¬ 
side. They include outdoor perform¬ 
ances, children’s activities and an 
exhibition by Sikh artists. 

This year’s celebrations took place 
just before the official Vaisakhi festi¬ 
val on Wednesday, April 13, and City

‘UFO’ project 
causes a stir 

DESIGNS for a two-story 
extension to be erected on top 
of Cromwell Mansions in 
Kensington have angered some 
residents who said it would be 
"alien" to the character of the 
area. 

The project, dubbed the "UFO 
extension," because some have 
compared the designs to an 
alien spaceship, would comprise 
two two-bed dwellings and one 
three-bed dwelling. 

The extension's designers 
claim the distinctive curved 
lightweight steel and wood 
structure will limit the amount 
of light blocked by the 
extension on existing buildings. 

The architects say they "work 
in all scales of design and 
cultural endeavour"and that 
their designs simply "make life 
better." 

Cromwell Mansions, built at 
the end of the 1800s, is a six- 
story residential block of flats. 
Flats in the red brick Victorian 
building are currently worth 
nearly £3 million and command 
rent of between £6,000 and 
£8,000 per month. 

Some residents have sent 
complaints to Kensington and 
Chelsesa council planning office. 

Plans were submitted to the 
council on February 17 this year, 
and the council is expected to 
decide whether the plans will 
pass by April 27. 

Singers sound

HAVING just celebrated their 
fifth anniversary, community 
choir Kensington Singers are 
inviting locals with a love of 
singing to join their new term 
which starts on Monday, April 18 
at 7pm. 

The choir meets during term 
times at St Philip's Church, Earls 
Court, and sings a range of 
musical styles from classical to 
jazz, folk to pop. 

The summer term focuses on 
Will Todd's Mass in Blue, plus jazz 
and swing songs, with the end 
of term concert with full big 
band backing at Oxford Street's 
Regent Hall on Saturday, July 9. 

There are no auditions and 
choir director Hannah Brine said: 
"We welcome singers from all 
backgrounds, from those who 
read music and have some 
musical training to people 
starting out who have only sung 
in the shower before.The choir 
is incredibly friendly and 
supportive - come along to a 
rehearsal and see how quickly 
you are making a beautiful 
sound with everyone."

the borough. Against them, the No- 
Chelsea Crossrail lobby, represented by 
Media Intelligence Partners, claims the 
support of 10,000 other residents who 
fear that the station would destroy the 
unique charm of the King’s Road village. 

“A new Crossrail 2 station on the 
King’s Road will significantly improve 
disabled people’s access to the King’s 
Road,” said a spokesman for the pro- 
Crossrail campaign. “There is currently 
no plan to introduce step-free access at 
the existing Sloane Square tube station, 
despite a projected 55 per cent rise pas¬ 
senger numbers by 2030. 

“A new station would help to support 
the Royal Borough’s 1,900 registered 
wheelchair users, as well as an estimated 
7,100 people with walking difficulties.” 

The pro-Crossrail side now has the 
support of a local disability campaign 
group which has added its voice to that 
of “50 other businesses, major employers 
and cultural, educational and medical in¬ 
stitutions in Kensington and Chelsea” 
who back the Crossrail 2 station on the 
King’s Road. 

Action Disability Kensington & 
Chelsea has announced its support for the 
proposed station. 

“There are currently no plans to intro¬ 
duce disabled access at Sloane Square 
station, meaning that the closest tube sta¬ 
tion at present with step free access is 
currently Earls Court - which is approx¬ 
imately 3.5 km away. For this central 
London location, already ranked fourth 
in the UK for tourism spend, the present 
situation is that disabled visitors or those 
with difficulty walking, can only access 
the King’s Road by private car, taxi or 
bus,” said a spokesman for the pro cam¬ 
paigners. “These proposals would in¬ 
crease the level of disabled access to this 
major retail and cultural destination, not 
least for the capital’s estimated 84,000 
wheelchair users, 314,000 people with 
walking difficulties and thousands of oth¬ 
ers, such as parents with pushchairs, who 
will benefit from step-free access. 

“The proposed station would also im¬ 
prove access and journey times for pa¬ 
tients at three major London hospitals - 
Chelsea and Westminster, the Royal 
Brompton and Royal Marsden.” 

Jamie Renton, chief executive of Ac¬ 
tion Disability Kensington & Chelsea, 
said: “It is imperative that the Crossrail 2 
station is built on the King’s Road to sig¬ 
nificantly improve access for thousands 
of people, including disabled people with 
a range of impairments or simply parents 
with pushchairs, who will benefit hugely 
from the provision of step-free access at 
the proposed station.” 

However, the No Crossrail campaign 
- led by celebrity Chelsea residents in¬ 
cluding Felicity Kendal, Loyd Grossman, 
Trevor Eve, Cherie Lunghi, Mark 
Knopfler and Sir Alan Parker - are now 
hopeful of new support for their case 
from Sadiq Khan. The Labour candidate 
to be London mayor has weighed into the 
row, saying it will be the job of the next 
mayor to listen to the loud local opposi¬ 
tion to the plans. Mr Khan says that if 
elected he will call for an immediate re¬ 
view of the current proposals and ask TfL 
to reconsider Imperial Wharf as an alter¬ 
native site for the new station. 

In a letter to Chris Lenon, chair of the 
No Crossrail in Chelsea campaign, Mr 
Khan wrote: “It is absolutely crucial that 
TfL takes residents’ views into account, 
as well as ensuring the scheme is value 
for money for the taxpayer. The next 
mayor will have to listen very carefully 
to the loud voices coming from local res¬ 
idents opposed to the current plans in 
Chelsea. 

“If I am elected in May, I will ask TfL 
to review the plans and what can be done 
to minimise the impact on the local com- 
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munity. In addition, I will ask them to 
look again at the option of Imperial 
Wharf as a possible location for a sta¬ 
tion.” 

The No campaigners say the case for 
a Crossrail 2 station in Chelsea has “un¬ 
ravelled” in recent weeks. 

A spokesman for the No campaign 
said: “First, the National Infrastructure 
Commission has noted the debate around 
removing the stop at King’s Road. Al¬ 
though this station would provide im¬ 
proved access to an area which has not 
previously had good Underground con¬ 
nections compared to other inner London 
areas, a stop on the King’s Road does not 
provide the strategic interchange or 
crowding relief provided by other sta¬ 
tions. 

“Secondly, Transport for London pub¬ 
lished the results of their public consul¬ 
tation, in which nine in ten Londoners 
opposed the station. There were 14,716 
comments on the proposal for a King’s 
Road station and 12,637 - 86 per cent - 
of them were unsupportive or opposed.” 

The No Crossrail in Chelsea campaign 
boasts the support of over 10,000 local 
people and over 80 small and medium 
sized businesses in the traditionally Con¬ 
servative-voting area of London. Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea council added its 
support to the calls from the disability 
group for the King’s Road station and 
commented on Mr Khan’s interest in the 
project. 

Councillor Timothy Coleridge, the 
council’s cabinet member for transport, 
said: “As a seasoned politician, Sadiq 
Khan should know that some residents’

voices are louder and more easily heard 
than others. That does not always mean, 
however, that their views should always 
hold sway. This is particularly the case 
when the decisions they want to influ¬ 
ence concern major infrastructure proj¬ 
ects such as a Crossrail 2 station on the 
King’s Road. 

“There are many other people, less 
often heard, who stand to benefit from 
such a once-in-a-century development. 
From staff, patients and visitors to the 
major local hospitals to the many resi¬ 
dents of the borough, and people further 
afield, who use wheelchairs or have dif¬ 
ficulty in walking, a King’s Road station 
would be of enormous benefit. Therefore 
those taking final decisions on this sta¬ 
tion need to make sure they listen to 
many voices, not just those belonging to 
the loudest or the most famous. 

“Mr Khan may well ask TfL to con¬ 
sider Imperial Wharf as a site but, so far, 
it has concluded that this location is un¬ 
suitable and indeed more expensive than 
the King’s Road.” 

Following calls from Chelsea’s No 
campaigners for Zac Goldsmith to de¬ 
clare his position on Crossrail 2, the Con¬ 
servative candidate for mayor said: “To 
keep the economy strong and avoid the 
terrible congestion that comes from 
under investment, Crossrail 2 must be de¬ 
livered. I strongly support Crossrail 2 but 
it’s vital it goes ahead with as little dis¬ 
ruption to residents as possible. I am 
clear that local people must have their 
say, and that Crossrail 2 should comple¬ 
ment, not undermine the quality of the 
areas it passes through.”

Inspirational 
force for good 


Westway Trust chief executive 
Angela McConville pays tribute 
to a stalwart of the Trust 

LAST week I attended the funeral 
of Anthony Perry. 

Anthony was the first Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive, from 1971 to 1976, of what 
was then the North Kensington 
Amenity Trust and is now Westway 
Trust. He was a towering figure in 
the local community, not least for 
his work during the early days of 
the Trust after its establishment in 
response to blight and destruction 
of the North Kensington commu¬ 
nity brought by the construction of 
the A40 flyover. 

In his role at the Trust he also 
played a key part in helping the 
modem carnival find its feet, pro¬ 
viding office space and land to the 
first carnival committee, led by 
Leslie Palmer, who used them to 
mobilise local people and to sup¬ 
port other important work. 

As always with the funerals of 
such beloved people, it was both in¬ 
credibly sad thinking about such a 
wonderful and influential man 
passing away and also inspiring 
hearing about the many ways that 
Anthony affected the lives of peo¬ 
ple in North Kensington. I was 
never fortunate enough to meet An¬ 
thony myself and the tributes paid 
by those lucky enough to have 
known him and those whose lives 
he touched tell the story of the 
character of this marvellous person 
better than I ever could, so I’ll not 
try to emulate to them. 


Instead I’d like to reflect on what 
we can leam from Anthony’s time 
at the Tmst. When you look back at 
his early actions as Chief Executive 
of the Trust it’s clear that he saw it 
as a major opportunity to restore 
the land to provide facilities to the 
local community and to create a 
sustainable funding model for the 
Tmst. In an interview recorded rel¬ 
atively recently and shared widely, 
Anthony reflects on the many 
artists and of the cultural richness 
of the people living and working in 
the area. Ours is a community with 
many innovators, many leaders, 
and many creators, and rather than 
creating more of those he envi¬ 
sioned the Tmst supporting and en¬ 
abling their work. 

Looking back through the 
archives it’s clear that many of the 
challenges Anthony faced at the 
time are still with us today. One 
story in particular, really stands out 
to me. No project of turning a large 
plot of land over to the community 
on this scale had been attempted 
before the Westway and so it was 
without precedent or plan that An¬ 
thony began his work. His response 
was to turn to the creative commu¬ 
nity living and working around the 
Westway for ideas. 

As one of the first steps, over 
250 local parents were given a 
questionnaire asking for their input. 
Unfortunately, as was reported in a 
headline in the Kensington Post in 
July of 1972 there was just ‘One 
reply to the Westway question¬ 
naire.’ Unwilling to believe that 


Mrs Brenda Hatcher of St. Helen’s 
Gardens was the only person who 
cared about the fate of the land, An¬ 
thony and the Tmst decided to de¬ 
velop their own plans and ask for 
community feedback. A public 
meeting was held but in the words 
of the Tmst’s first Annual Report ‘it 
cannot be described as successful, 
in that it was noisily dominated by 
people with whom we were already 
in touch’. Anthony persisted in in¬ 
volving people and what did even¬ 
tually emerge demonstrated what 
was possible here and its legacy 
persists to this day. 

Spending time reading that first 
Annual Report I am reminded both 
of the challenge of our current 
work but also the i mm ense oppor¬ 
tunities that exist here. Grappling 
with the same considerations that 
we have today - meaningful com¬ 
munity engagement, communicat¬ 
ing effectively, how to best make 
use of the 23 acres under the West¬ 
way, planning considerations, find¬ 
ing the necessary resources, 
balancing the desire for space for 
sports, theatre, music, and open 
space, with generating an income 
that made it all sustainable. An¬ 
thony persevered and started the 
creation of a valuable community 
asset. Our mission is to build on 
his legacy - supporting the dy¬ 
namism of the area and reflecting 
its heritage by working with the di¬ 
verse creative community here to 
effectively and sustainably steward 
the estate. 

Later this year we will be mark¬ 
ing Westway Trust’s 45th anniver¬ 
sary and we’ve already begun 
talking to Anthony’s family about 
how best to recognise Anthony in 
those celebrations. We’d be de¬ 
lighted to hear from interested 
members of the community what 
they would like to see and any as¬ 
pect of Anthony’s life and work 
they think we should include.

While I’ve been banging 
the drum for the outdoor 
workout I wouldn’t want to 
dissuade anyone from using 
the marvellous indoor gyms 
and swimming pools at the 
Kensington Leisure Centre 
or Chelsea Sports Centre. 
These are both excellent fa¬ 
cilities that really do offer 
something for everyone. 

I realise however that 
some people are reluctant to 
cross the threshold of a gym 
or leisure centre for a multi¬ 
tude of reasons. These can 
range from simple economic 
considerations - i.e. it costs 
money you might not have. 
Or it could be that you’re 
just not into memberships, 
or that perceptions, often 
false in my experience, of 
sports centres full of lycra- 
clad Adonises put some off.

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Police urged to improve personal safety

LONDON police officers 
have been told to vary their 
route to work, not to wear 
uniform when going off- 
duty and assess their home 
security as personal safety 
fears have grown in the 
wake of last month’s terror 
attacks in Brussels. 

The Police Federation has 
launched a video and poster 
campaign urging officers to 
adopt disguising tactics when 
travelling to and from work so 
that they do not stand out as po¬ 
tential terror targets. 

“Officers have been advised 
to vary their routes to work, 
alter the locations in which they 
park and wear ordinary clothes 
on their commute,” says the 
federation, which represents 
26,000 officers in the Met. 

“The reminder has come fol¬ 
lowing the attacks in Brussels. 
A video posted on the Police 
Federation of England and 
Wales’s website lists a number 
of ways in which police offi¬ 
cers can protect themselves.” 

The federation is urging offi¬ 
cers to hide their identity 
badges when travelling off- 
duty and not to wear ‘half 
blues’, a civilian jacket work 
over a police uniform shirt and 
trousers. 

“There are some simple 
steps that you can take to en¬ 
sure your safety. Quite simply, 


vary your route to work, make 
sure you don’t wear half blues, 
conceal your identity badges,” 
the safety video instructs. 

“Don’t be predictable, vary 
your route, where you park. 
Think who’s watching, who’s 
listening. Make sure you book 
on duty, make sure you book 
off duty. Make sure people 
know where you are at all 
times.” 

The PFEW also said police 
officers should let their federa¬ 
tion or line managers know if 
officers have any concerns 
about their personal protective 
equipment, or level of safety 
training. 

The video accompanies a 
poster campaign that lists 
safety advice for officers in po¬ 
lice stations. The posters warn: 
“Wear protective equipment. 
Think tactical awareness. Do 
people know where you are? 
Think of your security when at 
home too.” 

The PFEW added: “Officer 
safety is at the heart of our con¬ 
cerns. It’s why we’re working 
really hard to ensure you are 
kept as safe as possible both on 
and off duty.” 

The Federation added: “Now 
more than ever, police officers 
need to stop and think about 
their own personal safety, both 
on and off duty. 

“It is essential to always be 
aware regardless of the situa¬ 
tion and we have produced a 
poster to act as a reminder. 
These will be on display at ap¬ 
propriate entrances and exits in

all police stations. A video mes¬ 
sage from our chair, Steve 
White reinforces the points we 
are asking officers to always re¬ 
member - to take care and 
think differently.”

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Air pollution 
study points 
finger at the 
gas guzzlers

POWERFUL cars driven 
in west London are the 
most polluting in Britain, 
according to official fig¬ 
ures. 

The 44,700 cars registered in 
the royal borough of Kensing¬ 
ton and Chelsea - dubbed the 
“spiritual home of the Chelsea 
tractor” -pump out an average 
of 177.7 grams of carbon diox¬ 
ide for every kilometre driven, 
far higher than the London av¬ 
erage of 163.5 grams. 

The information - obtained 
from the DVLA through a 
Freedom of Information re¬ 
quest - also reveal that more 
than a quarter of cars in the 
country’s most affluent local 
authority area exceed the 
200g/km level. 

This is threshold of the three 
highest vehicle tax bands for 
the most polluting cars includ¬ 
ing the Land Rover Defender, 
Porsches, Ferraris and the 
BMW X5. 

Other wealthy central Lon¬ 
don boroughs where residents 
are more likely to afford sports 
cars or large SUV 4x4s also ap¬ 
peared near the top of the list. 
The City of Westminster was 
second with 173.6g followed 
by the City of London on 
168.4g. 

The least polluting cars ap¬ 
pear to be being driven in more 
suburban areas, with Hilling¬ 
don at the bottom of the league 
table. 

Its 142,455 cars only emitted 
152.9 grams of the gas linked 
with global warming and cli¬ 
mate change. 

Fewer than 10 per cent of the 
borough’s cars fall into the tax 
brackets for the most polluting 
cars, according to the data, 
which was obtained by map¬ 
ping software company Esri 
UK. 

Simon Birkett, founder and 
director of campaign group 
Clean Air in London, told the 


Evening Standard : “These 
numbers show that Boris’ ‘car 
is king’ policy has protected his 
richest friends driving gas guz¬ 
zlers. 

“But we don’t need to punish 
people just because they want a 
big car sitting in the driveway. 
Instead we need Emissions- 
Based Road Charging that 
hammers or bans those wanting 
to drive large diesel cars, long 
distances in the most polluted 
parts of London at the busiest 
times of day. 

“The next mayor must em¬ 
brace smart charging as better, 
fairer and essential to get Lon¬ 
don moving and clean its air.” 

The figures were released as 
a survey showed that most Lon¬ 
doners still rank the cost of 
buying and running a car as 
more important than its impact 
on the environment. More than 
half of those surveyed said a

car’s green credentials was the 
least important factor in choos¬ 
ing their vehicle. 

Sue Robinson, director of the 
National Franchised Dealers 
Association, which commis¬ 
sioned the survey, said it had 
“brought to light a worrying 
statistic with regards to vehicle 
emissions”. 

She said: “We expected to 
find emissions at the forefront 
of the consumers mind how¬ 
ever this is clearly not the case. 

“We will endeavour, through 
our members, to help educate 
the consumer of the importance 
of vehicle emissions as well as 
cheap running costs.”

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GPs’ surgeries ‘close to saturation point’

HARD-PRESSED London 
GPs are dealing with more 
consultations than ever be¬ 
fore, according to new re¬ 
search. 

Workloads in general prac¬ 
tice have gone up by 16 per 
cent in the last seven years, ac¬ 
cording to one of the most com¬ 
prehensive assessments of GP 
and nurse consultations. 

Now, doctors’ leaders have 
declared that general practice is 
in a state of crisis, after the 
study showed that family doc¬ 
tors in England are dealing with 
more - and longer consulta¬ 
tions - at the same time as the 
recruitment rate of GPs has de¬ 
creased. 

The authors of the study, 
published in The Lancet, warn 
that general practice is nearing 
“saturation point”. 

“For many years, doctors 
and nurses have reported in¬ 
creasing workloads but, for the 
first time, we are able to pro¬ 
vide objective data that this is 
indeed the case,” said Professor 
Richard Hobbs, lead author 
from the Nuffield Department 
of Primary Care and Health 
Sciences at the University of 
Oxford. 

“The demands on general 
practice have increased sub¬ 
stantially over the past seven 
years. Recruitment of new GPs 
and nurses remains low while 
the population in England 
steadily increases. 

“As currently delivered, the 
system seems to be approach¬ 
ing saturation point.” 

Overall, the authors found 
that the workload in general 
practice (GP and nurses com¬ 
bined) has increased by 16 per 


cent. The study was based on 
an analysis of more than 100 
million GP and nurse consulta¬ 
tions at 398 general practices in 
England between 2007 and 
2014 - equivalent to 4.5 per 
cent of all GP practices in Eng¬ 
land. 

The researchers used data 
from the Clinical Practice Re¬ 
search Datalink - a database 
where GPs and nurses record 
all face-to-face and telephone 
consultations with patients and 
home visits. 

The number of nurse consul¬ 
tations rose by 2.76 per cent. 

The number of face-to-face 
GP consultations rose by 6.38 
per cent and the number of tele¬ 
phone consultations nearly 
doubled. 

Average consultation time 
has also increased, with most 
appointments lasting almost 
nine minutes. The authors 
warned that, as the time spent 
with a patient nears the 10- 
minute allocated slot, doctors 
and nurses have little time to 
perform other duties before 
seeing other patients. 

Although the total number of 
GPs increased over the study 
period, the authors said that this 
actually represents a one per 
cent decrease in the number of 
GPs per patient - from 60.9 
GPs per 100,000 patients in 
2007 to 60.6 in 2014. 

Professor Hobbs added: 
“Current trends in population 
growth, low levels of recruit¬ 
ment and the demands of an 
ageing population with more 
complex needs will mean con¬ 
sultation rates will continue to 
rise. In 2015, GPs in England 
reported having the lowest job 
satisfaction rates since records 
began in 2001. NHS plans to 
recruit an additional 5,000 GPs 
will take some time and cru-

cially depend on an improved 
appeal of general practice as a 
career choice. 

“There are few short-term 
solutions, but reducing the time 
doctors need to spend on non- 
clinical duties may help ease 
the workload temporarily. 
More research is urgently 
needed to fully estimate the 
knock-on effects of increased 
workloads in general practice 
on other sectors of the health 
system.” 

Dr Maureen Baker, chair¬ 
woman of the Royal College of 
GPs, said: “This report should 
ring alarm bells for the Govern¬ 
ment and spur ministers into 
action to address the crisis in 
general practice before it’s too 
late. For too long GPs have 
been expected to do more and 
more for less and less and this 
perfect storm of rising demand, 
plummeting resources and not 
enough GPs can no longer be 
no longer be ignored. 

“GPs and our teams are mak¬ 
ing more consultations than 
ever before, and our patients 
are living longer and with mul¬ 
tiple long-term conditions, 
meaning that our workload is 
growing in complexity as well 
as volume. 

“GPs are responding to de¬ 
mand by offering different 


types of appointments, such as 
phone consultations, but, despite 
our efforts, demand is rising so 
acutely that this is having little 
effect in terms of our workload. 
And the increasing complexity of 
our work means that the standard 
10-minute appointment is in¬ 
creasingly unfit for purpose. 

“But there is a limit to how 
much more GPs and our teams 
can do, safely, with the resources 
available. This pressure is not 
only bad for GPs, as job satisfac¬ 


tion for general practice plum¬ 
mets, but for our patients, who 
might be finding it consistently 
difficult to make a GP appoint¬ 
ment. There is also a very real 
link between rising levels of GP 
fatigue, and our patients’ safety. 

“The Government must take 
note of the college’s calls for 
general practice to receive 11 per 
cent of the overall NHS budget 
and urgently implement all as¬ 
pects of the 10-point plan to 
build the GP workforce.” 


Russians run out of roubles for real estate 


RICH Russians are being 
priced out of their favoured 
west London 

neighbourhoods, new figures 
suggest. 

Research shows that the 
impact of lower oil prices and 
the falling value of the rouble 
has greatly reduced Russian 
buying power. 

Hamptons International 


reports that Russian buyers 
accounted for one per cent of 
house purchases in top-end 
boroughs such as Kensington 
and Chelsea last year, 
compared with six per cent in 
2014. Their share of the 
housing market in inner- 
London areas such as Pimlico 
and Clapham has risen from 
two per cent to 11 per cent. 


Fionnuala Earley, research 
director at Hamptons, said 
that sanctions on Russia and 
the collapse of global oil 
markets had hit the oligarchs 
hard. The rouble had 
depreciated rapidly against 
sterling, so UK property was 
now almost twice as 
expensive for Russians to buy 
as it was at the start of 2014.

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Dramatic exhibition

LONDONERS can journey through 
400 years of Shakespearian history 
thanks to a landmark exhibition to be 
staged at the British Library. 

To mark the 400th anniversary of 
Shakespeare’s death, the exhibition, 
called Shakespeare in Ten Acts, cen¬ 
tres on the performances that made 
an icon, charting Shakespeare’s con¬ 
stant reinvention across the centuries. 

Visitors to the Euston Road library 
can trace the impact of the Bard from 
the first productions of Hamlet and 
The Tempest and understand how 
Shakespeare’s plays have been trans¬ 
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formed for new generations of the¬ 
atre-goers. 

The exhibition seeks to cast new 
light on how Shakespeare became 
the cultural icon he is today through 
ten key theatrical performances - 
from the first performance of Hamlet 
in 1600 to a digital deconstruction 
for the 21st century from The 
Wooster Group. 

Stand-out items from the British 
Library’s collections will be on dis¬ 
play, including the only surviving 
play-script in Shakespeare’s hand, 
one of only six authentic Shake¬ 
speare signatures, and rare 
printed editions including the 
First Folio, as well as a range of 
film, paintings, photographs, 
costumes and props revealing 
backstage gossip and scandal. 

Telling a story of struggles, 
setbacks and sea-changes, 
Shakespeare in Ten Acts aims to 
explore the changing nature of 
Shakespeare’s reputation - from 
the ‘bardolatry’ typical of the 
Romantic era, to well-known 
Shakespeare detractors like Tol¬ 
stoy - ultimately proving that 
his course never did run 
smooth. 

Visitors will be encouraged to 
imagine how audiences reacted 
to ground-breaking moments 
like the first stage appearance 
by a female actor in 1660 and 
the first British performance of 
Othello by a black actor in 
1825. 

Visitors can experience the 
glamour of Vivien Leigh’s Lady 
Macbeth costume, the surpris¬ 
ing circus prop from Peter 
Brook’s radical 1970s A Mid¬ 
summer Night’s Dream, and the 
stunning detail of the Globe’s 
award-winning costumes from 
Twelfth Night starring Mark 
Rylance. 

■ Shakespeare in Ten Acts runs 
from April 15 to September 6.

Clean-up work under 
way on historic arch

AN ambitious project has 
got under way to clean a 
bronze sculpture on 
Wellington Arch near Lon¬ 
don’s Hyde Park. 

English Heritage is restoring 
the Quadriga, which depicts four 
horses representing the chaos of 
war and the angel of peace calm¬ 
ing them. 

Sculptor Adrian Jones began 
work on a prototype for the 
sculpture in 1908 before it was 
cast in bronze and placed on top 
of the arch in 1912. 

But, the BBC reports, 
“weather pollution and bird 
droppings have taken their toll 
on the sculpture”. 

In 1891 a plaster model of the 
Quadriga was exhibited at the 
Royal Academy, which the then 
Prince of Wales and future Ed¬ 
ward VII suggested would be a 
suitable adornment for the arch 
that was being rebuilt while 


being moved in the 1880s for 
road widening works to be car¬ 
ried out. The restoration project, 
spanning three months, will cost 
about £250,000. 

Kate Mavor, English Her¬ 
itage’s chief executive, told the 
BBC: “We’re giving one of Lon¬ 
don’s most dramatic sculptures 
the tending loving care it de¬ 
serves.” 

Work to remedy corrosion, 
flaws, cracks and damage where 
rain has penetrated the sculpture 
is also being carried out, said the 
charity. The next phase of the 
project, currently taking place, is 
to apply several coats of clear 
wax, protecting the sculpture 
from future wear and tear, using 
blowtorches. 

Jones, the artist who created 
the sculpture, was a recently re¬ 
tired army veterinary captain 
and self-taught sculptor, who 
earned a living mainly by selling 
small bronzes of dogs and 
horses to his former comrades. 

He had never made anything 
remotely on the scale of the arch 


and in any case there was no 
money to pay for it. But in 1907 
his patron - now the king - per¬ 
suaded a rich banker, Lord 
Michelham of Hellingly, to 
stump up. 

A private messenger sent to 
Jones’s home to break the good 
news was so discreet that he 
failed to indicate just how rich 
the anonymous donor was: poor 
Jones quoted £15,000, a price so 
low it almost bankrupted him. 

The Guardian reported that 
“one archive photograph shows 
Jones and his studio assistants 
having a tea break inside one of 
the gigantic horses. He only saw 
the completed work when it was 
fitted together in the foundry be¬ 
fore being dismantled again to 
be moved to London”. 

By January 1912 Edward was 
dead and the planned grand 
opening ceremony was can¬ 
celled on cost grounds: instead 
King George and Queen Mary 
drove the short distance from 
Buckingham Palace, had a look, 
and drove home again.

■ 1916 REMEMBERED: the 
Imperial War Museum has 
unveiled its programme of 
events to mark the centenary of 
the Battle of the Somme.

soldiers were, the quality of 
weapons such as Howitzers and 
the good treatment of the 
wounded and German prison¬ 
ers. 

But while some scenes - 
such as the one where soldiers 
go “over the top” into battle - 
were staged, it still stands as a 
historical record of the conflict. 

The black and white shots 
filmed by cameramen Geoffrey 
Malins and J B McDowell in¬ 
clude smiling soldiers march¬ 
ing, fixing wire cutters to their 
rifles and firing shells, the 
wounded being bandaged up 
and given a cigarette, and death 


and destruction on the front 
line. 

Gill Webber, executive di¬ 
rector of content and program¬ 
ming at IWM, said: “Shot and 
screened in 1916, The Battle Of 
The Somme was the first feature 
length documentary about war, 
and it changed the way both 
cinema and film were per¬ 
ceived by the public. 

“In the year of its release 
around 20 million people, half 
the population of the UK at the 
time, saw the film, many hop¬ 
ing to see an image of family or 
friends.” 

A hundred years later the 
“unique” film is being shown 
by a partnership led by the 
IWM at venues including uni¬ 
versities, libraries, town and 
village halls, churches and mu¬ 
seums, as well as 82 British 
embassies, and museums in the 
Republic of Ireland and Ger¬ 
many. 

■ The Battle of the Somme 
was one of the largest and most 
well-known battles of World 
War I. It lasted from 1st July to 
18th November 1916 on the 
banks of the Somme River, in 
France. 

■ It was also one of the blood¬ 
iest battles of the war, or of any 
war before or since. An esti¬ 
mated 1,000,000 men were 
killed or wounded, including 
about 485,000 British and 
French troops. 

■ The intent of the British was 
to attack and take control of a 
24 km stretch of the River 
Somme. Most historians today 
agree that the plan was not well 
thought out. 

■ Before the battle started, the 
British fired over 1,700,000 
shells at the German soldiers, 

although many did not ex¬ 
plode, or missed the targets 
completely. The German 
soldiers also sheltered 


LONDON’S Imperial War 
Museum is masterminding 
a series of major events to 
mark the centenary of the 
battle of the Somme - in¬ 
cluding showing the 
world’s first feature length 
war documentary in hun¬ 
dreds of venues. 

Some 20 million people 
watched the film, The Battle Of 
The Somme, when it was re¬ 
leased in 1916 with footage of 
the British preparations for the 
so-called big push and the 
opening stages of what became 
one of the bloodiest battles of 
the war. 

A hundred years on the film, 
listed by world heritage body 
Unesco in its “memory of the 
world” record, will be shown 
by 126 organisations in the UK 
and 84 overseas, the Imperial 
War Museum announced as it 
unveiled its programme of 
events to mark the Somme. 

These include a major new 
exhibition exploring war 
movies from The Battle Of The 
Somme to The Dam Busters, 
Lawrence Of Arabia and Sav¬ 
ing Private Ryan at Imperial 
War Museum, London, and a 
free commemorative evening at 
the museum on June 30 - the 
eve of the anniversary. 

There will also be screenings 
around the country of the film 
accompanied by live orchestras 
playing the score composed by 
Laura Rossi for the 90th an¬ 
niversary of the Battle of the 
Somme. 

Beginning on July 1, 1916 
and intended to achieve a deci¬ 
sive victory for the British and 
French, the Somme became a 
bloody stalemate on battle¬ 
grounds that turned into a 
muddy quagmire after torren¬ 
tial rains in October of that 
year. It claimed almost 20,000 
British lives on the first day 
alone and there were more 
than a million casualties on 
both sides by the time it 
ended after 141 days on 
November 18 1916. 

The Battle Of The 
Somme film is 
propaganda in na¬ 
ture, with a focus 
on how well- 
equipped 
British 


underground to avoid the bom¬ 
bardment. 

■ Almost 60,000 British soldiers 
were killed, wounded or taken 
prisoner on the first day of fight¬ 
ing. The Germans killed many 
officers, having been trained to 
recognise how they dressed, 
knowing if they could eliminate 
the officers the attack may falter. 

■ Trench warfare was common 
during this time. The conditions 
in the trenches were cramped and 
uncomfortable and the drinking 


water was sometimes collected 
from holes made by enemy 
shells. 

■ The Battle of the Somme saw 
several different weapons being 
used, including mines, poisonous 
gas and machine guns. Some 
larger machine guns needed 12 
men to operate them. 

■ Tanks were first used during 
the Battle of the Somme. The 
first tank, known as Little Willie, 
was not able to drive across the 
trenches and could only reach 


speeds of about 3 km per hour. 

■ When the battle had ended in 
mid-November, the British and 
French soldiers had only ad¬ 
vanced about 8km. The battle 
ended partly because heavy rains 
made fighting too difficult. 

■ Today there are dozens of 
cemeteries and memorials in the 
area around the Somme, includ¬ 
ing a memorial to all the pipers 
who died. Farmers still dig up 
pieces of barbed wire, which 
they call the iron harvest.

IT is only just over a 
month until the Chelsea 
Flower Show unveils its 
annual explosion of garden 
colour and pioneering 
landscape design - and 
preparation work is al¬ 
ready reaching fever pitch. 

For the first time ever, an 
acoustic garden has been en¬ 
tered in the artisan garden cat¬ 
egory of the historic Royal 
Horticultural Society show¬ 
piece event. 

The garden is sponsored by 
a charity serving people with 
disabilities, the Pap worth Trust, 
which found its inspiration for 
the concept while working on 
the organisation’s “I Can” cam¬ 
paign with deaf solo percus¬ 
sionist Dame Evelyn Glennie. 
Her motto is “teach the world 
to listen.” 

Dame Evelyn and the Pap- 
worth Trust share the hope that 
the acoustic garden will in¬ 
crease awareness and foster in- 
clusivity, serving as a legacy 
for both people with disabilities 
and gardeners. 

She told Horticulture Week 
magazine: “I want to create 
several sound-scape gardens 
for people to visit and enjoy 
and to show that wonderful 
gardens don’t just grow, they 
actually grow aurally as well.” 

Dame Evelyn’s fascination 
with how the women of the 
Vanuatu Islands create “sea 
music” with their hands, water 
and voices served as an influ¬ 
ence for the design of the “To¬ 
gether We Can” garden. 

A water marimba uses the 
natural elements of the garden 
to create an acoustic pulse. 

“One of my aims is to show 
that you can create music from 


almost anything,” Dame Eve¬ 
lyn said. “But the bigger legacy 
will be if we can create the con¬ 
cept of this type of garden in 
other public spaces.” 

Peter Eustance of Sym¬ 
phonic Gardens designed the 
garden for Papworth Trust and 
the overall layout of the garden 
is reminiscent of the structure 
of the ear. A curving pool with 
water cascading in it draws the 
eye by being in the foreground. 

Other features of the garden 
include a woodland back¬ 
ground of birch and hazel, a 
soft planting that is able to 
sway with the music, and floral 
soloists to stand out in the 
botanical symphony. 

Anyone who was wowed by 
the Tower of London poppy in¬ 
stallation in 2014 is in for a 
treat — because 300,000 com¬ 
memorative poppies will be un¬ 
veiled at this year’s Chelsea 
Flower Show. 

The crocheted poppies 
were created as part of the 
5,000 Poppies Project, 
which began in Australia to 
mark Anzac Day. 

When 250,000 of them 
had been created, the poppies 
were displayed in Mel¬ 
bourne’s landmark Federa¬ 
tion Square and on Princes 
Bridge. 

Landscape designer Phillip 
Johnson is responsible for 
bringing the poppies to 
Chelsea, covering a 2,000 sqm 
area of the gardens of the 
Royal Hospital Chelsea. 

The Chelsea Flower Show 
has been staged by the Royal 
Horticultural Society since 
1913 and features innovative 
garden designs and new plants 
each year. 

The 2016 show will take 
place from May 24 to 28 and 
you can enjoy full coverage in 
the London Weekly News.

HOW can you make green- 
spaces like parks and gardens 
autism-friendly? 

The Chelsea Flower Show 
next month will showcase ways 
to optimise green spaces for 
people with autism; a neurolog¬ 
ical disorder with no known 
cause that touches the lives of 
more than 2.8 million people in 
the UK every day. 

Award-winning designer 
Frederic Whyte aims to show¬ 
case autism-friendly gardening 
at RHS Chelsea next month, 
with The Pro Corda Garden: A 
Suffolk Retreat, which will be 
re-located to Leiston Abbey in 


Suffolk as a soothing space that 
will benefit children with 
autism for years to come. 

Mr Whyte said: “Gardens 
can be wonderful places for 
people with autism, either pro¬ 
viding a calm and safe retreat 
or an open, free area for run¬ 
ning around and relieving stress 
- ideally both. Making simple 
adjustments to your outdoor 
space and creating a low 
arousal environment that sup¬ 
ports their needs, can greatly 
benefit their wellbeing.” 

Inspired by her 11-year-old 
autistic son, landscape designer 
Shea O’Neill has similar aims

for the RHS Tatton show in 
July. Shea has designed ACE 
kids: Spectrum of Genius, 
which will demonstrate simple 
ways to adapt gardens and 
parks to suit people with 
autism. Shea has been on a 
“journey of discovery” since 
her son Eoghan was diagnosed 
with high-functioning autism 
and has found gardening to be 
one of the simplest but effec¬ 
tive ways of helping him. 

Shea said: “For my boy, gar¬ 
dening has been life-changing 
and I can’t recommend it 
enough to anybody who lives 
or works with people with 


autism. Eoghan wasn’t a happy 
little boy, but he is happiest in 
the garden and has been trans¬ 
formed as a result of it.” 

Both designers want to raise 
awareness of the benefits of 
horticultural therapy for people 
with autism and show how to 
incorporate autism-friendly 
gardening in outdoor spaces. 

Their tips include growing 
edible flowers like dahlias, 
herbs such as chamomile that 
can be turned into soothing tea, 
soft grasses that blow in the 
wind, using bold colours to 
stimulate and a softer palette to 
calm. 


Charlotte’s 
bloom to star 
at flower show 

THE Princess Charlotte 
chrysanthemum - named after 
the daughter of the Duke and 
Duchess of Cambridge - is being 
exhibited at the Chelsea Flower 
Show next month. 

The flower, which is pink with 
green tips, will then go on sale 
at branches of Waitrose. 

It has been produced by 
Dutch growers Deliflor, who are 
the world's largest 
chrysanthemum breeder. The 
firm delivered a bouquet of the 
flowers to Prince William and 
Kate after Charlotte's birth in 
London last May. 

The Chelsea Flower Show, 
staged by the Royal Horticultural 
Society, runs at the Royal 
Hospital from May 24 to 28.The 
chrysanthemum is being 
entered for the Flower of the 
Year competition. 

It will go on sale for £8 at 180 
Waitrose branches from May 2 
— Charlotte's first birthday — 
with 50p of that donated to East 
Anglia's Children's Hospices. 

The Duchess, 34, is the royal 
patron of the charity, which 
cares for children with life- 
threatening conditions and 
supports their families. 

Waitrose's horticultural buyer, 
Tracey Telford, said: "We're happy 
to be able to support such a 
worthwhile charity and we're 
sure the Princess Charlotte 
chrysanthemum, with its 
beautiful pale pink petals, will be 
popular with customers this 
spring. 

"We're also hoping that it will 
prove a popular bloom at the 
RHS Chelsea Flower Show in 
May." 

The Princess Charlotte 
chrysanthemum is the latest in a 
long line of flowers named after 
members of the royal family. 

The Georgie Boy daffodil, 
named after her two year-old 
brother Prince George, was 
unveiled by Walkers Bulbs at the 
2014 Chelsea Flower Show. 

On a visit to the Singapore 
Botanic Gardens in 2012, the 
Duke and Duchess viewed the 
Vanda William Catherine, a white 
and pink orchid created in their 
honour.

Kathryn makes history by 
proving she’s a cut above

KATHRYN Sargent has 
become the first female 
master tailor to open her 
own store on Mayfair’s 
historic Savile Row. 

Kathryn, who was the first 
woman in the history of Savile 
Row to achieve the position of 
head cutter in 2009, made his¬ 
tory again this week with the 
announcement - the first time a 
woman master tailor has 
launched her own Savile Row 
shop in four centuries of Pic¬ 
cadilly’s association with tailor¬ 
ing. 

She said: “I am delighted to 
be opening a shop on Savile 
Row. As a tailor it has been a 
long held ambition of mine, and 
throughout my career I have 
upheld the excellent values of 
Savile Row. I am thrilled to be 
making history, although for 
me being a woman is inciden¬ 
tal, I am a tailor first and fore¬ 
most.” 


William Skinner, managing 
director of Dege & Skinner and 
chairman of the Savile Row 
Bespoke Association, said: “It’s 
fitting that the first woman to 
be appointed as a head cutter on 
Savile Row is returning to open 
a shop of her own. 

“She is testament to the con¬ 
tinued appeal of Savile Row as 
the sartorial home of high qual¬ 
ity, hand-crafted tailoring.” 

The shop will be a sister out¬ 
let to Kathryn’s established at¬ 
elier on Brook Street, tailoring 
for both men and women. The 
house does not have a specific 
style, Kathryn’s approach to her 
craft, from the initial consulta¬ 
tion to the finished garment, is 
tailored to the wearer, their 
lifestyle and requirements. 

Before setting up her own 
business, Kathryn was the first 
woman in the history of Savile 
Row to rise to the esteemed po¬ 
sition of head cutter at Gieves 
& Hawkes, one of the Row’s 
oldest and most prestigious be¬ 
spoke tailors. This was the cul¬ 


mination of 15 years’ hard work 
at the firm where Kathryn had 
been lucky enough to work 
alongside many great crafts¬ 
men, including Robert Gieve, 
one the last members of the 
founding family to work in the 
business. 

Kathryn discovered her pas¬ 
sion for tailoring while study¬ 
ing at fashion college and 
decided there was only one 
place to learn the real art of tai¬ 
loring - and that was Savile 
Row. 

She explained: “I learnt not 
only the craft and how impor¬ 
tant each step in the process is, 
but also the importance of the 
client and the personal service.” 

She has now placed these 
values at the centre of Kathryn 
Sargent Bespoke.

All change 
at station 

MAJOR improvement work is 
now under way at Paddington 
Tube station. 

It means that Bakerloo line 
trains will not stop at the station 
until mid-August. During this 
time, Transport for London en¬ 
gineers will carry out a major re¬ 
newal of both the heavily-used 
escalators serving the Bakerloo 
line. 

TfL says that “by replacing 
virtually every component, the 
escalators can be used for a fur¬ 
ther 20 years and will be more 
reliable as the Tube carries more 
customers”. 

Engineers will also continue 
to dig a new 165-metre tunnel 
underneath the station so cus¬ 
tomers can go between the Bak¬ 
erloo line and the new Elizabeth 
line platforms, which will be¬ 
come operational from Decem¬ 
ber 2018. The new pedestrian 
link will incorporate escalators, 
lifts, stairs and new passageways 
in order to make interchanging 
between the Tube and the Eliza¬ 
beth line as easy as possible for 
customers. 

Currently around 165,000 
customers use Paddington Tube 
station daily - with 82,000 peo¬ 
ple using the Bakerloo line. 
When the Elizabeth line starts 
running from December 2018, 
the number of customers using 
TfL services at Paddington is ex¬ 
pected to increase to 248,000. 
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Skyscraper rises 
above its critics 

LONDON looks set to get another 
glass skyscraper after the devel¬ 
opers behind the 22 Bishopsgate 
Tower won support to block 
“right to light” complaints that 
could have stopped the project in 
its tracks. 

The building will reportedly be 
the tallest in the Square Mile, and 
came up against stiff opposition 
from neighbours and campaign 
groups who said it would leave 
their homes in shadow and com¬ 
promise their “right to light”. 

But developers working for 
AXA Investment Managers - Real 
Assets and Lipton Rogers warned 
that such battles could prevent the 
building work from progressing. 

And the City of London Corpo¬ 
ration Planning and Transporta¬ 
tion committee has now voted to 
temporarily acquire the site so that 
the construction work can go 
ahead without any threat of in¬ 
junction. 

A spokesman for AXA IM - 
Real Assets and Lipton Rogers, 
said they remained committed to 
working with all their neighbours 
in an open fashion, as well as the 
City of London, as they pro¬ 
gressed “this important scheme”. 

The spokesman said this deci¬ 
sion was “a positive step forward” 
in allowing them to bring forward 
the development of 22 Bishops¬ 
gate within the intended 
timetable.

When the caller said the so¬ 
lution was to go back to the 
governments of the countries 
migrants were coming from, 
Hopkins replied: “I’m going 
to shut you down there be¬ 
cause to be honest it’s boring 
the life out of me.” 

She will present a Sunday 
morning programme on LBC, 
which broadcasts on FM in 
London and on digital nation¬ 
wide, with the broadcaster 
promising she would bring 


“straight talking and honest 
commentary to the weekend 
schedule”. 

Hopkins’ LBC show from 
10am to midday on Sunday is 
part of a new weekend sched¬ 
ule which also sees former 
tennis player and breakfast TV 
presenter Andrew Castle pres¬ 
ent the weekend breakfast 
show on Saturday and Sunday.

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90,000 risk 
losing vote 

MORE than 90,000 Londoners 
risk being disenfranchised 
ahead of the mayoral elections, 
according to latest figures. 

In 2014 the process for 
electoral roll registration 
changed so that instead of one 
member of the household being 
able to register every adult at 
their address, each individual 
must register themselves. 

Londoners wanting to have 
their say in the election on May 
5 are being urged to check they 
are registered. 

"Our figures show a like-for- 
like decrease in London elector 
volumes for 2016 of over 92,000," 
explains Lisa Hardstaff of credit 
information experts Equifax."In 
addition, we've seen an increase 
in consumer enquiries about 
electoral registration.This 
suggests that some consumers 
don't realise that they are no 
longer registered on the 
electoral roll, which means they 
won't be able to have their say 
on who should be the new 
mayor of London." 

Whilst the electoral register 
primarily allows people to vote, 
it can also have an impact when 
applying for credit. The electoral 
roll information appears on an 
individual's credit report, and is 
used by lenders to verify an 
applicant's address. This makes it 
a vital step in becoming credit 
ready, when shopping around 
for deals. 

London residents can check if 
they're registered to vote by 
contacting their local electoral 
registration officer. Details can 
be found on www.gov.uk. 
Consumers can also check that 
they are registered at their 
current address on their Equifax 
Credit Report, as well as check 
other information that will be 
used by lenders when assessing 
credit applications. 

The Equifax Credit Report is 
accessible for 30 days free 
simply by logging onto 
www.equifax. co. uk/Products/cred 
it/credit-report 

Taxi fare card 
charge is axed 

THE extra charged imposed on 
passengers who pay their fare 
by card in London taxis has been 
abolished, Transport for London 
has announced. 

Cab users who pay with a 
credit or debit card were 
previously charged an extra £1 
or 10 per cent of the fare, 
whichever was greater. 

The new arrangement means 
passengers should never pay 
more than the fare displayed on 
the meter whatever payment 
method they use. 

All black cabs in the capital 
will be required to accept card 
payments by October following 
a decision by theTfL board 
earlier this year. 

Transport bosses claim taxi 
drivers are being compensated 
for the cost of accepting cards 
by the minimum fare being 
increased by 20 pence, bringing 
it to £2.60. 

Garrett Emmerson,TfL's chief 
operating officer for surface 
transport, said:"We are pleased 
to be able to reduce the cost for 
taxi passengers paying by card, 
as people now use them in 
every aspect of their lives. 

"The acceptance of these 
types of payments in all taxis 
from October will be a huge plus 
for Londoners, visitors and 
drivers."

ROYAL LONDON 


What’s the secret to royal long 
life? It’s homeopathy, naturally

WITH every year that 
passes, rather impertinent 
critics of The Queen’s 
super-fit health regime 
must increasingly want to 
hide themselves in a shed at 
the bottom of the garden 
and not answer the door to 
probing hacks who argue, 
“but you said”. 

Although one of the Govern¬ 
ment’s chief scientific advisers 
called it “nonsense” and no less 
august a body than the BMA 
has reportedly described Her 
Majesty’s regime as “witch¬ 
craft”, it would seem that the 
smart money is going on what¬ 
ever is bubbling in the cauldron, 
rather than what the experts say. 

For as The Queen marks her 
90th birthday on April 21, that 
she has reached such an excel¬ 
lent age is largely due to her 
lifelong trust in homeopathy. 
Everywhere that Her Majesty 
goes she is accompanied by a 
small case of special cures and 
tinctures and, although doctors 
do not care to admit it, it is be¬ 
cause of her herbal little helpers 
that she rarely gets a cold or any 
other sort of complaint. 

Empiricists would argue that 
as both The Queen and the late 
Queen Mother have been avid 
fans of homeopathy and as The 
Queen Mum died at the age of 
101, the glaring probability that 
it works seems to be rather evi¬ 
dent. 

But still the medics won’t 
swallow the pill of proof in the 
pudding. A few years back, 
David Colquhoun, a pharmacol¬ 
ogist at University College Lon¬ 
don, denounced the herbal 
practice as “utter nonsense”. 

“Homeopathy remedies con¬ 
tain nothing whatsoever,” he 
said. 



An interesting contrary view 
was put forward with devastat¬ 
ing logic by Rachel Roberts, the 
chief executive of the Homeop¬ 
athy Research Institute. 

“The Royal Family have 
huge resources and access to 
everything medicine has to 
offer, yet they choose homeop¬ 
athy,” said Ms Roberts, “Why 
would they use it if it doesn’t 
work?” 

Now the Science-Based 
Medicine group has weighed in 
against those like The Queen 
who put their trust in the alter¬ 
native medicine. 

“Homeopathy is a prescien- 
tific medical philosophy based 
upon the fanciful notions that 
like cures like, which is really 
an expression of sympathetic 
magic, and that extreme dilu¬ 
tions of a substance can retain 
the magical essence of the sub¬ 
stance. These ideas were silly 
two centuries ago when they 
were invented,” says the SBM. 

“The scientific advances we 
have made since then have only 
deepened this conclusion. Ho¬ 
meopathy should have been 
tossed onto the scrap heap of 
history along with phrenology, 
humoral theory, mesmerism, 
and other quaint ideas. 

“Homeopathy cannot work. 
That is as reliable a scientific 
statement as any we can make. 
In other words, if homeopathy 
did work, we would have to 
rewrite major parts of basic 
science textbooks, includ- I 
ing physics, chemistry, and 
biology. 

“When tested clinically, 
despite their utter lack of 
plausibility, homeopathic 
potions are shown to lack 
efficacy. So not only should 
they not work, they in 
fact don’t work.” 

Although sci¬ 
entists and 
medics are 
clearly insis-

tent in their opposition to this 
snake oil, the royals keep up¬ 
ending their claims that it does¬ 
n’t work. Homeopathy has been 
part of royal life since 
^ 1835, when King 

William IV’s wife 
Queen Adelaide 
was cured of a se¬ 
rious illness by it 
when all other 
medicine failed. 
Since then many 
members of the

royal family, including Queen 
Mary [1865-1953], George V 
[1865-1936], Edward VII 
[1841-1910] and Edward VIII 
[1894-1972] have used it to as¬ 
sist living long and healthy 
lives. 

Like his mother, the 67-year- 
old, fit as a fiddle Prince of 
Wales is a great believer in the 
medicine that makes medics see 
red. As long ago as 1982 he was 
telling the BMA that they had 
got homeopathy wrong. 

“I have often thought that one 
of the less attractive traits of 
various professional bodies and 
institutions is the deeply in¬ 
grained suspicion and outright 
hostility which can exist to¬ 


wards anything unorthodox or 
unconventional,” he told the 
shocked docs. 

“I would suggest that the 
whole imposing edifice of mod¬ 
em medicine, for all its breath¬ 
taking successes, is like the 
celebrated Tower of Pisa, 
slightly off balance.” 

He was of course condemned 
as some sort of lunatic, much in 
the same way as he was 
ridiculed for his views on sus¬ 
tainability and organic farming. 
And yet time has proved him 
right on those “radical” con¬ 
cepts and it’s a good bet that 
many more of his mother’s 
birthdays will do the same on 
this issue. 


Ideas for suitable 90th birthday present reach a Peake 


LET us hope that British astronaut 
Tim Peake has his wits and Box 
Brownie about him on April 21, so 
that he can provide the present that 
would make The Queen’s 90th 
birthday uniquely special and most 
memorable. 

In the past Her Majesty has on 
occasion received pretty ropey 
presents and although her nearest 
and dearest say that what she ap¬ 
preciates most in a gift is the 
thought, rather than its cost or 
splendour, even her kindly attitude 
must have been stretched by the 
lib bag of salt once given to her by 
the governor of the British Virgin 
Islands [because it was tradition, 
apparently] or the couple of CDs of 
the songs of Madame Peng Liyuan, 
bizarrely presented last year by the 
husband of China’s first lady, Pres¬ 
ident Xi Jinping. 

Since The Duchess of Cam¬ 
bridge revealed in ITV’s recent 
royal documentary that The Queen 
was delighted by her Christmas 
present of a jar of home-made 


chutney, because love, time and 
care went into the making of it, 
gift-givers around the world must 
have been relieved as to what to 
give Her Majesty for her 90th. 

Although the Government says 
“The Queen’s 90th birthday is a 
truly national event and provides a 
great chance for all of us to reflect 
on the extraordinary service Her 
Majesty has given this country for 
more than six decades”, somewhat 
typically it has yet to announce 
precisely what present it will be 
giving Her Majesty on behalf of a 
grateful nation, and one suspects 
that the style-less cost-cutters may 
try to go for the chutney option, or 
even a bag of more salt. 

In fact, such has been the com¬ 
plete and utter absence of any men¬ 
tion of a gift in the Gover nm ent’s 
many postings of the arrangements 
for Her Majesty’s birthday, it

A CONTEMPORARY but cosy 
hidden gem, set just off the 
Portobello Road, Kipferl Kneipe 
and Kitchen is the perfect pit stop at 
any time of day, writes Nicky 
Sweetland. 

The specialist Austrian coffee house and 
restaurant is part of a group of acclaimed 
eateries which first came to London in 2004. 
With an enviable reputation for bringing the 
very best in Viennese food to London, Kipferl 
Kneipe and Kitchen opened in the winter of 
2014 and was designed by Benedict Wilhelm. 

The Golbome Road restaurant is more of a 
wine bar, or Heurigen, as they say in Austria, 
and the focus is on serving selected 
Austrian wines and beers together 
with Austrian tapas - small dishes 
to share. 

I visited on a dreary Saturday 
night but my evening was soon 
lightened by the fresh decor 
and wonderfully attentive 
service from the excellent and 
highly knowledgeable staff. 

As I’m no expert on Austrian 
cuisine, I took my lead from 
the waiting staff and was 
treated to a veritable feast of 
delectable dishes, with tastes and 
textures which I had never before 
experienced. 

I started with a crisp and light Hugo 
Spritzer, which is white wine, elderflower 
cordial and mint and acted as an ideal

To round off my decadence, I finished my 
meal with a piece of classic Austrian apple 
strudel served with vanilla ice cream and a 
mild coffee - and all were excellently 
prepared and presented. 

Kipferl pride themselves on being a bit of 
a Geheimtip - a “little secret” - but with their 
quality, authenticity, consistency and attention 
to detail, this fantastic restaurant won’t stay a 
secret for long. 


Spelt pudding 
with prunes 

MARK HIX RECIPE OF THE WEEK

S PELT grains make a hearty and robust 
version of a rice pudding. Although it’s 
quite creamy, it is relatively healthy, 
especially if you use low-fat milk. 

I’ve used the baker Richard Bertinet’s 
prunes steeped in Armagnac, which he gave 
me a couple of years ago, but you could make 
your own version, or use morello cherries in 
eau de vie, or a fresh fruit compote. 

Ingredients (serves four) 

■ 100g spelt, soaked in water overnight and 
drained 
■ 4 prunes 
■ 1.2-1.51tr milk 
■ lOOg caster or granulated sugar 
■ 120ml condensed milk 

Method 

PUT the spelt in a pan with a litre of the milk 
and the sugar, slowly bring to a simmer and 
continue simmering very gently for about 
35-40 minutes, stirring regularly. During 
cooking, feel free to add more milk if it's 
getting dry. 

Once the spelt is tender, remove from the 
heat and transfer to a bowl and stir in the 
condensed milk. You can adjust the 
consistency with more milk if you wish, 
then top with a prune, and serve it hot or 
cold, or just at room temperature. 

If you want the old-fashioned baked 
effect, with the skin on, just pop it into an 
oven-proof dish, pour a little milk on top 
and bake it in a moderately hot oven for 
about 30 minutes.

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W HAT can there be left 
to achieve for the 
band that has already 
done it all? As the enduring 
rock’n’roll icons of the last 50 
years, the Rolling Stones are 
the living legends of their art. 

But having conquered the stage and 
the screen, their story is now being 
re-told in freeze frame, writes Jack 
Dixon. 

Yes, the band that was always on 
the move has finally pressed pause 
for a rock retrospective at the Saatchi 
Gallery. 

Exhibitionism - a carefully crafted 
trip down memory lane for Stones 
anoraks - opened to critical acclaim 
last week. 

The musical history trip recounts 
the band’s half century in the 
spotlight, unearthing an array of 
artefacts, instruments, clippings and 
costumes. 

“Musicians always like to talk 
that it’s all about the music. It isn’t, 
of course,” Jagger once said. “It’s 
about what you wear, what you 
look like, what your attitudes are - 
all of these things.” 

The exhibition spans every 
aspect of the Stones’ legendary 
career - from their early days 
living in their tiny flat in Edith 
Grove to the dizzying success of the 
60s and 70s, the countless world tours 
and the string of hit films, right the 
way up to the Hyde Park homecoming 
in 2013. 

It includes a stunning collection of 
guitars, battered and bruised after five 
decades of music-making, a 
patchwork wall of tour posters, a 
visual timeline of the band’s music 
videos and behind-the-scenes 
photographs that capture Mick, Keith, 
Ronnie and Charlie at work in the 
recording studio. 

But, as Jagger says, being in the 
Stones was about so much more than 
the music. And Exhibitionism also 
takes visitors inside the design of the 
unforgettable tongue and lips logo, 
displays the intricacies of the band’s 
stage set-ups in a series of scale

models and creates its very own 
catwalk with a closer look at Jagger 
and Richards’ most iconic outfits. 

Treasures from their travels, items 
rare and unseen offer a glimpse inside 
the rock’n’roll dream, a glamorous 
alternative reality as part of the 
world’s greatest guitar band.

Miller’s tale a promising one

M ISTY Miller first appeared in 
2011, aged just 16, with a raft 
of whimsical folksongs. She 
had blonde hair and a summery air of 
innocence. 

She's been away for a while, doing 
other things, and that's not slang for 
going to prison. In fact, she was busy 
working on her music and has had 
something of an image overhaul. Her 
hair is now jet black, and there are 
piercings and tats. 

Her incredible voice, which can be 
heard on Best Friend, is still there in all 
its glory, but is perhaps better served 


by her new rockier sound. Search 
YouTube for the stripped back version 
of that track for the fu 11 effect. 

In 2011, comparisons were made to 
the likes of Laura Marling and even 
Lily Allen, but now, her music brings 
Chrissie Hynde and Wolf Alice more to 
mind. 

"There's a power in simplicity," she 
says, summing up her approach to 
songwriting, and, listening to the 
anthemic Happy, she has a point. Her 
forthcoming album is 
autobiographical but not to the point 
it’ll alienate anyone. 

"At points over the last few years, 
the title of the album would have 
been a little too close to the bone," 
Miller admits/'l don't think I'd be able 


to call it that if I was still lost in the 
fog." 

Her second album, caled The Whole 
Family Is Worried, was released on 
April 8, the same day as single 
Girlfriend. 

She also tours the UK with her band 
from April 13, kicking off in Exeter.

I T’S Laurence Fox’s 
first day of rehearsing 
for a new a play. And 
he’s not happy. 

“It’s sitting around, doing a 
read-through and it’s 
terrifying.” 

In truth, he’d probably much 
rather be at home, playing his 
guitar. Since first picking up 
the instrument 17 years ago, 
when he was 20 (“A friend 
was playing and it sounded 
really cool, so I wanted a go”), 
he thinks there are fewer than 
10 days when he’s not played 
it at some point. Aside from 
Bruce Springsteen songs, 
which he loves playing, he 
says he’s always preferred 
writing his own material than 
playing covers, and estimates 
he’s got about 60 finished 
songs under his belt. 

Selecting the 11 that feature 
on his recently released debut 
album, Hidden Patterns , then, 
was a long and slow process. 

“There are some that I now 
wish were on the album,” 


Yorkshire-born Fox admits. “I 
put one on what I thought I 
was the final version of the 
album, but it’s not on there. 
Caused the record company a 
great annoyance... But on the 
whole, they have been very 
good!” 

The oldest of the songs on 
the album, Rise Again, was 
written 10 years ago - around 
the time Fox was first 
appearing in ITV’s Inspector 
Morse spin-off Lewis. Despite 
his acting career, he says he 
always knew he’d release an 
album. 

“Well, I think I thought I 
always would. I put a lot of 
time into it, put it that way, and 
I had a sneaking suspicion that 
it would eventually happen. If 
I want to do something, I 
normally do it.” 

Of course, his fame as an 
actor brought with it 
preconceptions when he 
announced he was releasing an 
album. 

“Like anything in life, it’s a 
combination of both things - 
me being known as an actor 
both opened and closed doors. 
‘I didn’t know what to expect’, 
is something I’ve heard a lot, 



or people are pleasantly 
surprised when they hear my 
music,” he says. “I suppose it 
is weird to switch between 
things like this. I only really 
get concerned about criticism 
from people who haven’t 
listened the album. If someone 
has taken the time to listen to 
it and doesn’t like it, then fair 
enough, but if they are I 

prejudiced and won’t listen to 
it, but decide to have a 
negative view of it, then I am 
bothered. 

“You can’t be one of those 
people commenting on things 
you don’t know about,” he 
adds. “But really, I don’t care 
about criticism because 
ultimately, I did this for me. I 
want to share it with people, 
but really it’s for me.” 

It would be easy to think 
that Fox would see releasing 
music as something of a 
sideshow, a hobby even, with 
little risk attached. Not so, he 
says, arguing that the pressure 
is hugely on with the release of 
Hidden Patterns. 

It’s a solid album, full of 
laments on love and loss, 
which say as much about Fox’s 
record collection - lots of 
singer-songwriters, Coldplay 
and Mumford & Sons no doubt 
feature - as anything else. 

“I am proud of what I have 
done, and I want people to 
hear it. I really want people to 
listen to this, but at the same 
time, I am relatively private. 
You don’t see me, or the wife 
nowadays, flouncing around 
going to parties,” he says (Fox 
has been married to actress 
Billie Piper since 2007 and 
they have two children 
together). 

“I am fairly private with 
| my thoughts and emotions, 
so there comes the pressure, 
really, putting my head 
above the parapet. That is 
the pressure, exposing 
myself, asking to be judged. 
Why would anyone want to 
do that?!” 

With privacy so 
I important, is he not worried 
about listeners reading into 
his song’s lyrics, looking 
for clues about his life? 

“I think if people do 
that, they will get it wrong, 
most of the time. But there 
are definitely enough 
clues in there. The lyrics 
are the most important 
thing to me. You can’t 
have a song without 
lyrics, so they do mean a 
lot, and with them being 
written over 10 years, it’s 
like a diary.” 

Rise Again, for 
I example, was written a 
long time ago, about an 
old relationship of Fox’s 
and sees him telling 
r himself what to do. 
“Listening back to 



those lyrics, I see that I was a 
lot more courageous then,” he 
confesses. “I am a lot less 
courageous now than I was. 
When you have kids, you 
become really protective and 


I’d never do the mad things I 
used to do when I was younger. 

“I still have a relatively crazy 
life, but I am much more 
cautious. I drive very carefully 
now, for example. I think ‘I 
don’t need drive at 80mph, I’ll 
go at 70 like I’m meant to’, and 
things like that.” 

He says his music and acting 
are very much two different 
sides to himself, with the 
former being very intimate and 
personal, the latter more 
interpretive. 

“I realised this morning when 
I was in this read-through. I’m 
in charge of my music, as much 
as anyone can ever really be in 
charge of anything, but it’s my 
words, my music and so on. 
Acting is someone else’s words, 


and playing a part, which 
requires you go to outside of 
yourself.” 

Now he’s getting back to 
acting having concentrated on 
music for some time, he says it 
feels unfamiliar, but Fox is 
confident it’ll come back to 
him. 

“It’s similar to how 
predictive text has taught me 
not to spell properly,” he says. 
“You lose an ability, if you 
don’t use it all the time.”

Gough’s portrayal is truly 
enlightening as she plays an ac¬ 
tress with an alcohol and drug 
habit. She seeks therapy but 
can’t help but hide behind a 
mask of deceit as she combats 
the denial and selfishness 
which are such typical trade¬ 
marks of a substance abusers. 
Every movement and every 
glance of Gough’s perform¬ 
ance is chillingly accurate and 
for anyone who has been 


touched by the issues of addic¬ 
tion, they act as a painful re¬ 
minder of how terrible living 
with the condition can be. 

From the onstage vantage 
point you feel as if you are an 
inmate of the clinic and can 
fully appreciate Bunny 
Christie’s wonderful set and Je¬ 
remy Herrin’s fantastic direc¬ 
tion. 

Barbara Martin and Kevin 
McMonagle offer great sup¬ 
port, particularly when 
playing the long-suf¬ 
fering parents in the 
heart-breaking final 


scene, but it’s entirely Gough’s 
show and a role for which she 
quite rightly won the Best Ac¬ 
tress Olivier award last week. 

This play beautifully en¬ 
velops both the comedy and 
tragedy associated with addic¬ 
tion and its effects on loved 
ones. This is a must-see show 
which is well worth watching 
from the onstage seats.

W ITH a one-night-only 
gig at the Hippodrome 
Casino later this month 
and a brand new musical pre¬ 
miering in October, the First 
Lady of the West End, Kerry 
Ellis, is once again riding high, 
writes Nicky Sweetland. 

Fresh from a European tour 
with long-time collaborator, 
Queen guitarist Brian May, the 
singer is looking forward to get¬ 
ting back to London and sharing 
some new music and new stories 
with her legions of devoted fans. 

Ellis will star in the new mu¬ 
sical, Murder Ballad, in October 
at the Arts Theatre in Westmin¬ 
ster and performed a song from 
the show on the Piazza stage at 
the Olivier Awards recently. 

I caught up with Kerry fol¬ 
lowing her performance to find 
out about the new show and to 
hear about her cabaret at the 
Hippodrome. 

She told me about the 
performance. “It was a bit 
bonkers really. The last 
time I performed at the 
Oliviers was with Barry 
Manilow. He was the 
headline and it was all 
very glamorous and 
crazy, but that was a 
good few years ago. I’ve 
been back and watched 
but haven’t performed 
since, so to perform a new 
show and, you know, to 
pretty much open the cer¬ 
emony outside was quite 
something, really. I felt 


quite brave to do it because it 
was a song that nobody knew 
from a musical nobody knows 
about. It was quite interesting 
but I loved it because it was re¬ 
ally nice to have all that support 
there.” 

Murder Ballad centres around 
Sara (Kerry Ellis), a young New 
Yorker who is tom between her 
dangerous ex-boyfriend and her 
reliable husband. Led by a sexy 
bartender who serves as the 
show’s narrator, Murder Ballad 
documents the details of the tor¬ 
rid affair with vibrant pop-rock 
tunes. 

Kerry said: “It’s a four 
hander. It’s only ever 
been off Broadway, so 
this will be the UK 
premiere of it, so 
for me it’s re¬ 
ally interesting 
to do a new 
show. I wanted 
to do some¬ 
thing where I 
could create 
again and 
also I’m ex¬ 
cited about 
working in 
The Arts, 
which is a re¬ 


ally small and intimate place. 
It’s nice for me to be able to do 
something so intimate.” 

Ellis has played a host of 
leading roles over the years, in¬ 
cluding Eliza Doolittle in My 
Fair Lady at the Theatre Royal, 
Elphaba in Wicked at the Apollo 
Victoria and most recently, Griz- 
abella in Cats at the London Pal¬ 
ladium. Despite performing 
numerous solo shows and 
cabarets, the entertainer sees this 
new musical as a completely 
different challenge. 

“I’ve been in an intimate en¬ 
vironment as myself, talking 
about shows, but have not been 
in that environment playing a 
character, so it will be strange 
but interesting and that’s part of 
why I took it on. I think when 
you’ve played so many big roles 
in big theatres there comes a 
point, because those roles don’t 
come up all the time, when 
you’re looking for something 
new, something that’s going to 
challenge you in a different 
way - and this is perfect.” 

The new rock musical played 
two acclaimed runs off Broad¬ 
way and explores the complica¬ 
tions of love, the compromises 
we make and the betrayals that 
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can ultimately undo us. With a 
title like Murder Ballad, it’s no 
surprise that the treacherous 
love triangle ends in tragedy, but 
Kerry is remaining tight-lipped 
about who meets their demise in 
the show. 

“It’s a love story, so there’s a 
bit of a love triangle. Eventually 
there is a murder but I’m not 
sure if I’m allowed to say who it 
is or who’s done it, so I’d better 
not. It’s all about emotions and 
all about how we are led by our 
emotions and what drastic out¬ 
comes can come from being 
scorned or being jealous or 
being in love.” 

Before she embarks on a an¬ 
other foray onto the West End 
stage, Kerry is looking forward 
to returning to the Hippodrome 
Casino on April 29 to perform 
some of her favourite songs with 
her band in the opulent venue. 

“I haven’t done a show there 
for absolutely ages, so when 
they came and asked me if I 
would do a night there, I said 
yes. I’ve got some new stories to 
tell. I’ve been on tour with Brian 
May, I’ve done Cats, I’ve done 
various concerts, so I thought it 
was probably about time that I 
went back and did a show at the 
Hippodrome.” 

With songs and stories from 
her career and musical arrange¬ 
ments by virtuoso Craig Adams, 
the cabaret style show is a must- 
see for fans. 

Kerry says: “I’m going to do 
it slightly differently. I’m going 
to have a slightly different 
band set-up. I’ve got my two 
backing vocals, piano and gui¬ 
tar, so it will be a slightly dif¬ 
ferent sound. It’s not my 
complete stripped back, just 
me and a piano, but it’s not me 
and a band. It’s an acoustic 
sound I guess. I’ll be talking 
about things that I’ve done and 
things that I’m doing. It’s basi¬ 
cally me catching up really, so 
I’ll be telling a few stories 
about what’s going on.” 

Tickets for Kerry’s show at 
the Hippodrome casino are 
limited, so if you would like to 
see the performer up close and 
personal, book soon.

The film boasts an a]

The starry premiere c 
hilarious biopic took ph 
Leicester Square last mo 
and I took the opportun 
catch up with Ania to fir 
a bit about the film. 

The actress had just ret 
to her central London 1 
after attending the Oscars 
Hollywood and told m 
about the film. 

“It’s obviously his 
sort of story of how he 
defied the odds and ex¬ 
pectations to end up at 
the 1988 Olympics.” | 

Ania grew up in 
North London and 
started to work profes- ' 
sionally on stage from a 
young age. Her first ap¬ 
pearance was in the Na¬ 
tional Theatre’s productic 
of Sondheim’s Sunday in 
Park with George. She was 
seven in 1988 when Mic 
(Eddie the Eagle) Edwards 
made his bid to become 
Britain’s first ever Olympic ski 
jumper. The plasterer turned 
high flying hero evokes fond 
memories with the actress, 
who has scored an abundance 
of small screen successes with 
shows including BBCl’s 
Luther and Silent Witness. 

She said: “I’m just old 
enough to remember. I think I 
was about eight or seven com¬ 
ing up to eight in 1988. I can 
remember it being on the TV, I 
can remember people talking 
about him, my brother did im¬ 
pressions of him and so I do re¬ 
member him very much being 
a personality more than a ski 
jumper.” 

Edwards competed and fin¬ 
ished last in both the 70 metre 
and 90 metre ski jump events 
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the 1988 
Winter Olympics in Calgary. 
His embodiment of the heroic 
underdog earned him wide¬ 
spread adulation from the 
viewing public, although many 
within the sport branded him 
an embarrassment. Edwards 
gained a celebrity status, with 
many feeling he perfectly rep¬ 
resented the ideology of the 
Olympic movement, as an am¬ 
ateur sportsman who was ful¬ 
filling his dream to compete on 
the world stage. The rules of 
the sport were changed for sub¬ 
sequent competitions, which 
meant the feat could never be 
repeated, but Eddie the Eagle 
Edwards’ story went down in 
history. Ania admits she was 
surprised when she heard they 
were making a film about the 
much loved flunkee.

“I read the script and it was 
hilarious. I auditioned and then 
auditioned again and it became 
very apparent that this was 
going to be something lovely 
to be a part of, with the people 
involved and what it was about 
and how the story was going to 
be portrayed. 

“Everything about it was ap¬ 
pealing and exciting.” 

Ania’s character Carrie is 
based on Eddie’s real PR, who 
was instrumental in establish¬ 
ing his persona with the world 
press. 

“She was sort of a real cata¬ 
lyst in him being Eddie the 
Eagle, this personality from the 
UK. She was very much part of 
the process and it was a PR 
dream for anyone in that time 
and especially for a woman 
within that field in the eight¬ 
ies.” 

One story which was 
banded around at the time was 
that the jumper was actually 
afraid of heights, something 
which he later denied but 
which was another facet of the 
clever PR machine which 
went into overdrive when it 
became apparent the ordinary 
bloke from Cheltenham was 
becoming a worldwide 
celebrity. 

Whilst filming in Bavaria, 
Ania took the lift up to the 
very top of one of the ski 
jumps and was awe struck by 
the very scale of the edifice 
the jumpers have to face. 

“They’re magnificent to 
look at. However lovely and 
normal you are, you have to, 



I think, have a little bit of crazi¬ 
ness about you to want to hurl 
yourself off of a 90-metre drop.” 

The stunt men on the film had 
to modify their techniques to 
replicate the plucky English¬ 
man’s less than perfect approach 
to the sport. 

“It was terrifying to watch let 
alone do and I think you have to 
be one of these adrenaline fu¬ 
elled dreamers, as he was to ac¬ 
tually do it.” 

The film portrays the close 
bond which Eddie had with his 
father, who desperately wanted 
him to continue in the family 
business. Hugh Jackman plays 
the fictional character of ski 
jump coach Bronson Peary. 

“Part of the real story of this 
was the relationship between him 
and his dad and that then carries 
over to him and Hugh because 
there’s ultimately a father figure 
there as well.” 

The new film has obvious 
echoes of the classic 1993 movie 
Cool Runnings, which starred 
John Candy and was based on 
the true story of the Jamaican 
bobsleigh team. Ania confides 
that the cult film even gets a nod 
which fans will be able to look 
out for. 

“There is a little mention in 
there for people. If you know the 
story and the idea you’ll defi¬ 
nitely get the pointer to it at that 
point. 

Eddie the Eagle is directed by 
Dexter Fletcher and also features 


Jim Broadbent and Christopher 
Walken alongside Jackman, who 
is known as being one of the 
nicest men in Hollywood. I 
asked Ania if the stories were 
true. 

“I couldn’t praise him enough. 
He’s a true professional, an ulti¬ 
mate joy and always happy. We 
laughed a lot on this set con¬ 
stantly and I think that’s a testa¬ 
ment not just to Hugh but to 
Dexter Fletcher, who brings such 
a great energy to a film set.” 

The late eighties were not 
known as being the most stylish 
era for fashion, and many of the 
iconic images of the time depict 
the sports stars in garish shell 
suits which were all the rage. 
Ania managed to swerve the 
polyester for the film however, 
with more of the power dressing 
style reflected in her costumes. 
The actress did admit to having 
made the fashion faux pas as a 
child however, albeit not entirely 
of her own doing. 

She told me: “I don’t think I 
ever did own one. I was more of 
a goth girl as a child. My first TV 
job was a sitcom called Waiting 
for God, with Graham Crowden 
and Stephanie Cole, and I played 
their grandchild. They made me 
wear a hideous pink shell suit 
and I was not a pink girl, I was 
more of a tomboy so I think that 
put me off for life. I have to say 
the costume in the film is fab and 
it represents shell suits in this 
new really cool way.”

Great potential 

He said: “When you 
leave Nasser one- 
versus-one, he is always 
going to cause 
problems. He has great 
potential - and is 
different to what we 
have here. 

“He can go left, he can 
go right. He loves 
getting the ball in tight 
spaces.” 

El Khayati’s right-foot 
angled curler into the 
roof of the net from 12 


yards was hailed as one 
of the Championship’s 
goals of the day. 

“It was a finish of real 
quality, he showed what 
an asset he can be for 
us,” continued 
Hasselbaink. 

“I’m really pleased for 
him, because he’s been 
desperate to play.” 

Seb Polter and Tjaronn 
Chery had chances 
before Matt Phillips’ 
gave R’s a lucky lead 
when his cross eluded 
everyone and ended up 
nestling in the far corner 
of the net just seconds 
before the half-time 
whistle. 

Callum Harriott was 
unfortunate to see his 
shot hit the bar, before 
Jordan Cousins scored 
against the run of play on 
62 minutes.

Return to action 

A highlight of the 
afternoon was the return 
to action of Jack 
Robinson, who played 
the full 90 minutes on 
his QPR debut, some 13 
months after sustaining 
an ACL injury while on 
loan at Huddersfield 
Town.

always play for the full 90 minutes of every 
game. If a player needs an external 
motivation, whether it’s material or a 
position in the team, then I think they are 
slipping away already.” 

Hiddink replaced Mourinho in January 
and views his second interim spell in charge 
of Blues with a mixture of pride and regret. 

“Yeah, of course I would have loved to 
have won all the games, but it was 
impossible in the Premier League. I would 
have loved to have gone unbeaten but that 
is now broken. It is difficult when you come 
out of a situation like we had in December, 
to come in and from the first day to win, 
win, win in sequence. 

“First of all you have to repair some 
things. I tried to do that, and as a result we 
had draws. So it was good to have draws to 
get the confidence back. 

“I would have loved to have had two or 
three more victories at that time but it was 
too big a transition from nothing to 100 per 
cent.” 

■ ANOTHER player who had a rare 
outing under Guus Hiddink at Swansea 
was goalkeeper Asmir Begovic, who has 
had to understudy Thibaut Courtois for 
much of the season. 

Amid growing speculation that Courtois 
is one of the players who has told Antonio 
Conte that he wants away from Stamford 
Bridge, Begovic was handed the gloves at 
the Liberty Stadium. 


He said: “In the first half we weren’t at 
our best but in the second we played better 
and put them under pressure. We were just 
unlucky and couldn’t get the goal. 

“We were expecting a tough game, they 
were fighting to get to the magical 40-point 
mark. 

“We had a couple of half-chances where 
we would have liked to have done better, 
but it just wasn’t meant to be. We gave it a 
good go in the second half but ran out of 
time.” 

Begovic hadn’t played since the FA Cup 
victory over Scunthorpe in January. 

“It meant a lot, it was nice to get a start 
and play again,” he said. 

“It’s been a while but it was nice to shake 
off the cobwebs in the first few minutes. 
After that it was pretty good. You want to 
know you’re part of the manager’s plans 
and the club’s plans. 

“We have a job to do. With six games left, 
we have to give our best in every game and 
finish as strongly as we can.” 

■ ONE team finishing the season 
strongly is Chelsea’s ever-impressive 
under-18s who once again won through 
to the FA Youth Cup final, where they 
will face Manchester City. The first leg is 
earmarked for City’s impressive 
academy stadium on April 22, with the 
return at The Bridge on April 29. 

Youth team boss Joe Edwards was 
delighted and relieved that his side reached 
their fifth consecutive FAYC final, this time 


at the expense of Blackburn Rovers. 

Already 1-0 up from the first leg at 
Blackburn, they finished off the job at 
Stamford Bridge on Friday, where goals 
from Dujon Sterling, Jacob Maddox and ex- 
Pimlico Academy School student Tammy 
Abraham earned them a 3-1 win on the 
night and a 4-1 aggregate victory. 

He said: “It’s a huge credit to everybody 
that works in the academy at this club. 

“With this group of players in particular, 
who have been in our system from such a 
young age, that shows the work that has 
gone into recruiting them from on our 
doorstep and then developing them over the 
years. 

“We are a club that have the resources to 
go out and buy the best young players in the 
country, and even Europe, if we wanted 
them. But this is probably the most home¬ 
grown group of players we’ve had in the 
competition. 

“They are some of the best young players 
in the country and to get all that so close to 
home is the dream, because we want to see 
Chelsea kids out on the Stamford Bridge 
pitch with the first team.” 

That view is echoed by all Blues fans, too, 
but how far up the Chelsea food chain that 
sentiment goes remains to be seen. 

John Terry, the last of the truly home¬ 
grown stars to grace the first team, does not 
expect to be around next season to inspire 
the next generation. 

That job alone is worthy of a contract.

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Conte can’t

J OHN Terry’s lingering hope that 
Chelsea owner Roman Abramovich 
will change his mind and hand him 
a new one-year deal have been dealt a 
near-fatal blow. 

Terry’s contract expires at the beginning of July and 
it’s looking increasingly likely that the talisman, who 
signed pro forms in 1997, will exit the Stamford 
Bridge door for the final time as a player when this 
season ends. 

Following Blues’ 5-1 rout of MK Dons in the FA 
Cup in January, Terry revealed to LWN Sport that the 
club were not going to renew his contract. 

Since then behind the scenes talks have taken place 
but we understand no deal has been offered. 

The club held out a potential olive branch to Terry 
and his legions of supporters that they must wait until 
the new manager had been appointed before any 
further comment could be made. 

Italian boss Antonio Conte was unsurprisingly 
announced as next season’s new ‘head coach’ - not 
manager - and went to the club’s Cobham training

complex to meet the players last Tuesday, before 
returning to Italy to oversee his country’s Euro 2016 
finals preparations.

Hyndman’s birthday treat 


B IRTHDAY boy Emerson Hyndman 

celebrated in style by scoring Fulham's 
dramatic late winner to clinch a vital 
2-1 home victory against Cardiff City. 

American youth international Hyndman's 93rd 
minute strike at the Hammersmith end was his 
first goal in professional football and Whites' 
head coach Slavisa Jokanovic was full of praise 
for his efforts on what was his 20th birthday. 

"Today it was Emerson's birthday, so he has 
had a great present for himself and for all of us," 
said Jokanovic 

"He is probably one of our most talented 
players. I am a little bit disappointed in myself 
for not finding more minutes for him this year. 

"I believe in front of him he has a brilliant 
future and he is a very talented player. He is 
quality on the ball. I believe in the future he can 
be a very important player for us." 

Operating from the left-side of midfield, 
where he likes to cut inside onto his favoured 
right foot, Dallas-born Hyndman has featured in 
only 13 matches this season and played the full 
90-plus minutes four times. 

He is out of contract in the summer and if 
Fulham are to challenge for promotion from the 


Championship next season, they can ill afford to 
lose players of his undoubted quality.

Responded well

made a programme with him. He responded very well 
and made progress - not just in the beginning of 
January, but February too. 

“But you have to make this progress in training. If 
the gap is too big, I don’t want to put him in a big 
pond, where he is drowning, so he has to keep up to 
that level.” 

It won’t just be the younger players who have to 
impress Conte between now and next season. Those 
experienced players who want to stay need to prove 
their worth, too. 

“Of course, everyone has to fight for his position,” 
added Hiddink. “But not just that objective. I think 
when you play for Chelsea, you must be proud and
